Reason for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior arts of record teaches or fairly suggests all of the limitation recited in 
the claims, specifically the method for identifying a change in a public address for a client on a 
private network, wherein receiving a message over the private network from the public network 
via the address translation device, the message having the public address of the client as 
provided by the address translation device. 

In a telephonic interview with the Applicant, it was also made cleared that the client was 
receiving the message since the claim recites "receiving over the private network from the public 
network from the public network via the address translation device". Thus merging a client with 
a network translation device removes the private network from the client because if the address 
translation device is the client, the address translation device does not receive over the private 
network. Applicant states there has to be a second element, distinct from the address 
translation device that is receiving the public address.
